ORDER 

S*0. 374(E).~In cxerdsc of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 3 of the Essentia] Commodities Act, 
1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order, namely :— 

1, Short title and commencement.— 41) This Order 
may be called the Gur (Control) Order, 1994. 

(2) Tt shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazetje. 

2. Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) *'Gur” means an article obtained after boil¬ 
ing sugarcane juice, with or. without ad¬ 
mixture of molasses and coiltaining ;— 

(i) total sugars (sucrose plus reducing sugars) 

ranging from 70.0 to 95.0 per cent, of 
dissolved solids, and 

(ii) ash (sulpha+ed) ranging from 1.5 to 
5^0 per cent, of dissolved solids and in¬ 
cludes, jaggery, shakkar, raab f>r 

^ intermediatery product of sugarcane luice 
in its solid form; 
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(b) '^dealer” means a person engaged ‘n the 
business of purchase, sale or storage for 
sale of gur and having valid licence grant¬ 
ed for that purpose by the State Govern- 
nient. 

3. Purchase and sale of Gur.—(1) No persuit other 
than a licensed dealer shall cany on the business of 
purchase and sale of gur. 

(2) No dealer shall hold stocks of gur for a period 
of exceeding seven days from' the date of receipt by 
him of such stocks of gur, 

(3) No dealer shall hold any stock of gar a? ex¬ 
cess of n\\) hundred and fifty quintals at any dmc. 

4 . Power of entry, search, seizure and inseo^ioi;.— 
(1) An Officer, not below the rank of an Ins^pecting 
Officer (Inspector of the Central Governmeni or of 
the State Goverament, duly authorised by the Cent¬ 
ral Government may, with a view to ensuring com¬ 
pliance of the provisions of this Order :— 

(a) enter, search and inspect any place, Vv.h»dc 
or vessel; 

(b) seize any stock of gur; 

(c) inspect and seize any books of accoun-.> and 

other relevant documents belonging to the 
dealer. 

if he has reason to believe that any provision of fins 
Order has bec’n or is being or is about to be contra¬ 
vened and thereafter take or authorise the taking ot 
aH measuiies necessary for secretary for securing the 
production of stocks or books and documents so 
seized before the ccdlector having jurisdiction and.j 
the provisions of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955 (10 of 1955), for their taking artion ngabrst 
all concerned, 

(2) The provisions of section 100 nr the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974) reladv^g hi 
search and seizure shall, so far as may he applicci to 
searches and seizures under this Order. 

5. Power to call for inform*T|tioni^Thc Ceiiral 
Government or an. Officer of the Ceptfal Govern¬ 
ment or a state Government, duly authorised by the 
Central Government in this behalf may, with a view 
to ensuring compliance of the provisiOTs of this 
Order, require any dealer to maintain proper 
accounts of purchase, sale and storage^ of Gur and 
furnish Such information, tenirn or report ih respect 
of stocks, simply and storage of Gur, as may K" 
deemed proper and necesary. 
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
